Yesterday afternoon the Chemical 
Society heard an address by Mr. 
gproule on ithe Chemistry and 
Metallurgy of Mechanical Service 
Failures. The epcaker described 
the various liiults in the metals which 
developed when subjected to mechan- 
ical stresses. These may have formed 
during tiie manufacture of the metal 
or have resulted from accident. 
Metallographlc methods, which com- 
prise the examination of fresh sec- 
tions of the part, are able to estimate 
the rate of cooling to which tha'metal 
wcB subjected, the segrcfcatlon of Im- 
purities during cooling, and the 
porosity and.Btraction of the material. 

The speaker showed many sketches 
Illustrating the presence and de- 
velopment of faults In' mechanical 
parts. Considerable dl.snussion en- 
sued, after which Mr. Sproule was 
given a hearty vote of thank?, and 
the meeting adjourned.

However, the mèrè fdr^ajity 
of sitting through a period of fifty minutes or so, and attempting to 
get down on paper the dictated remarks of Vprofessor' is", ih itself, an 
utter waste of time. Here at McGII! witfi our childish "seven^cighths 
: attendance" rule, the student has little or no choice, but there arc; un- 
doubtedly certain lecturers from whom it is impossible to derive the 
lightest benefit or stimulus, but whose classes, nevertheless, one is 
' !;jn-d to attend. 

but although the undergraduate I» praoluded from showing his 
:reference by attending only those courses, from which he feels that 
he is deriving real benefit, ft is none the leas within his competence 
to distinguish cleariy between a real professor and a mere talking- 
madiine. No matter what the subject may be, the professor with 
personality, with a real and vital grip upon his subject, never fails to 
VoW th« interest and attention of his class. Too many preceptors 
are mere vocal text-books. That they are intimately acquainted with 
-»belr subject simply results In a greater degree of impet«onality and 
• consequent deadening of Interest. It is the professor who can také 
Ms eubject-matter and Mamp it with the hall-mark of his own peraon. 
*l'ty. «04 i»l»o can lend to it the color of his own opinions, vhose lec- 
mroaai^most willingly attended. Such a professor must inevitably 
3xert a notable influence upon the minds of hie students. The force 
of sincerity and personal conviction that lies behind his lectures is 
the surest way of arresting attenrion and stimulating thought '

of a text-book, ho Is simply boring his hearers and occupying valuable 
time that might be spent to much greater advantage.
